Complete confidence in Su- 


perintendent Albert E. DuBois | 


and his administration of the 
St. Louis County Police Depart- 
ment was expressed yesterday 
by three county police commis- 
sioners and the former chairman 
of the citizens’ commission which 
drafted the police department 
plan. 


Expressing the belief that res- 
ignations of nine officers and 
dismissals of others would have 
“no significant effect” on oper- 
ation of the department, Walter 
lL. Metcalfe, chairman of the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
said DuBois had performed 
most excellent job in a difficult 
transitional period.” 

Complaints have been made by 
some officers who resigned that 
training procedures were unsat- 
isfactory and that confusion ex- 
isted under: DuBois’s adminis- 
tration. The county grand jury 
has initiated an inquiry to de- 
termine if there has been any 
breakduwn of law enforcement. 

Points to Handicaps. 

Irving Edison, another police 
board member, referred to the 
speed with which DuBois had to 


w 


organize the new department, 
and said: “We are in his debt 
for the superhuman transition 


he has accomplished in a short 
time under many handicaps.” 

The county department was 
authorized by the voters at a 
special election last November 
but its legality was not deter- 
mined by the Missouri Supreme 
Court until 48 hours before it 
began operating July 1. Funds 
were not made available for the 
department until the Jast min- 
ute. 


Edison said board members 
were “highly impressed with 
Col. DuBois’s,record and refer- 


ences as a knowledgeable, pro- 
fessional police administrator” 
when they were checking appli- 
cations of candidates for the 
superintendency. 

“It is understandable when a 
department is organized under 
conditions such as these that a 
period of adjustment would fol- 
low,” he said. “We anticipated 
that. 

“Furthermore, the entire con- 
cept of this department is dif- 
ferent from what f was previ- 
ously, and it takes time to work 
out this type of police admini- 
stration. 1 feel that a great deal 
has been accomplished so far, 

Operations Not Hampered. 

“The resignations and condi- 
tions complained of have not re- 
sulted in any worsening effect 
on the control of crime. The 
resignations have not hampered 
operations.” 

Edison was asked about criti- 
cism expressed by some of the 
policemen who resigned-that in- 
experienced men had been ap- 
pointed to positions of rank. 

“I believe some of the older 
officers brought over from the 
offices of the sheriff and con- 
stable were inexperienced inthe 
new type of police work,” he 
neplied

While wrecking crews wait im- 
patiently, ready to pounce, the 
firm of Hauser & Miller at 1415 
Pine street, carries on its busi- 
ness of refining precious metals 
for dental laboratories and 
jewelers. 

When it finally vacates next 
wreckers will tear down 
the last cluster of buildings, 
which includes the Reed Hotel. 
Then the five-and-one-half-block 
site will be ready for Sale to a 
builder for erection of 1150 
apartments. 

When the demolition contract 
was awarded to Prock Construc- 
tion Co, and C. S. Ehinger & 
Associates on their joint bid of 
$158,900, the Kansas City firms 
believed they could tear down 
87 buildings in much less than 


the allotted 90 days and make a 


speedy profit. 

* They had a St. Louis foundry 
make them a new 4700-pound 
“headache ball,’ rented a crane 


to swing the battering device, 
and set 15 men to work on 
April 19 


But the wreckers ran into un- 
foreseen difficulty. Instead of 
making a clean sweep, block by 
block, they had to work in 
snatches, tearing down a few 
buildings in one block and then 
switching to another block. At 


times the work came to a stand- 


still. 

The trouble stemmed from in- 
ability of the Land Clearance for 
Redevelopment Authority to get 


all the tenants out promptly. 
Some were reluctant to believe 
that the project actually would 
be carried out. Others hung on 
to their property while they 
bargained tor a better price. 
The municipal agency, which 


bought Hauser & Miller's build- 
ing six months ago, finally insti- 
tuted eviction proceedings, and 
the firm agreed to get out by 
Sept. 7, even though its new 
plant 2t 4011 Forest Park boule- 
vard will not quite be com- 
pleted then. 

Robert E. Hauser, president, 
said that a strike of construction 
laborers and other building trou- 
bles kept the firm from moving 
out sooner.

He 
said he had written assurances 
from the United States that the 
purpose of the demonstrations 
can be accomplished peacefully. 

The purpose was to have the 

| five teams of truce inspectors 
get out of South Korea, partic- 
| ularly the Communist Poles and 
| Czechs because of alleged spy- 
ling activities. 

| President Syngman Rhee had 
tet last midnight as a deadline 
for the four-nation teams to get 
out but at the last minute he 
announced an indefinite post- 
ponement, 

South Korean Killed. 

During violence which had 
flared for a week preceding the 
deadline, one South Korean was 
killed, and about 100 Koreans 
and 44 United States soldiers 
were injured. The clashes oc- 
curred at compounds housing 
the truce’ teams, also made up 
of Swiss and Swedes. 

Rhee said that Walter Rob- 
ertson, assistant United States 
Secretary. of State, told You 
Chan Yang, Korean ambassador 
to Washington, that the United 
States Government “will make 
efforts soon” to seek peaceful 
removal of the Neutral Nations 
Supervisory Commission from 
Korea.

The cost of conventional pow- 
er in the United States averages 
from four to seven mills a kilo 
watt, depending on distance from 
the source of fuel. In many parts 
of the world, power production 
costs considerably more

in operation comes anywhere 
near the level mentioned by Wil- 
liams.

Chandler has spent most of his 
time since 1951 raising tobacco, 
practicing law and running a 
weekly newspaper, the Woodford 
Sun, in his home town, Ver- 
sailles—pronounced ‘“versales,” 
population, 2670—in Woodford 
county, Kentucky. This week, 
however, he won the Democrat- 
ic nomination for Governor—an 
office he first held beginning in 
1936—in a political comeback 
that a good many politicians 
thought he could not make. In 
this traditionally Democratic 
State it will be even more of an 
upset than Chandler's nomina- 
tion if he fails to win the elec- 
tion next Nov. 8 
When news of his nomination 
reached him at his home, Chand- 
ler, now 57 years old, wore a 
necktie sprinkled with turkey 
wishbones, four-leaf clovers and 
horse shoes. His wife had a rab- 
bit’s foot dangling from her 
dress. 
A Man of Ambition. 
Chandler's career has 
guided by more than luck. how- 
ever—notably by his own burn- 
ing. sometimes ruthless ambition. 
He was born in Corydon, Ky., 
near the mouth of the Wabash 
river. Before his fifth birthday 
his parents separated and his 
childhood was spent bouncing 
from one relation to another. 
He began earning his living at 


an early age, selling newspa- | 


pers, doing odd jobs.. After 
high school, he entered Tran- 
Sylvania College at Lexington, 
armed, as he always said. with 
“a $5 bill. a red sweater and 
a smile.” 

Happy did not quite know 
what he wanted to do for a 
career, at first; he just knew 
he wanted to make good. For 
a time he toyed with the idea 
of becoming a professional sing- 
er—he was famous for his ver- 
sion of “When Irish Eyes Are 
Smiling’”—and he actually stud- 
jed for the ministry, before 
switching to law. He also was 
a college athlete, and later 
helped earn his way through 
law school as a football coach. 
He pitched baseball one sum- 
mer for the Grafton, N.D.. club 
of the old Red River Valley 
League. 

Into Politics Early. 

As a young lawyer Chandler 
lost no time getting into poli- 
tics. He was elected in succes- 
sion, prosecuting attorney, coun- 
ty judge, state senator, Gover- 
nor and United States Senator. 


“Happy” was just 37 years 
old when he got into big-time 
politics for the first time by 
becoming Governor of Ken- 
tucky. He had been elected 
Lieutenant Governor but was 


unpopular with the Democratic 
machine; while the Governor 
was absent, Chandler, as acting

This did not stop him. He | 
was still Governor, and the next 
year the other Kentucky Senator 
died, Gov. Chandler resigned, | 
and by an odd coincidence his | 
successor in the Governor's.) 
chair appointed Chandler to the 
United States Senate. 

In the Senate, Chandler won 
no prizes for outstanding states- 
manship. During the war. he 
was for Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur all the way. Once on a 
senatorial junket to Morocco, he 
taught an Arab pasha how to 
eat meat balls by tossing them 
in the air and catching them in 
his mouth.

Matskevich, leader of the 12- 
man Soviet delegation touring 
the Midwest, appeared particu- 
larly impressed by the Brahman 
cattle. mammoth draft horses of 
the. Clydesdale, Belgian and Per- 
cheron breeds, and the Duroc 
swine 

Accompanied by Stratton and 
fair officials, Matskevich posed 
for a photograpn with a 238U0- 
pound bull, passed out a blue 
ribbon to a 13-vear-old boy for 
his Angus steer. and had a 
word of consolation tor a young 
girl who placed last in the com- 
petition 

The Russian visitors were in 
fine humor. Stratton expressed 
the hope that the party did not 
“mind walking a little bit in the 
hot sun.” Matskevich replied 
that he did not mind walking 
but explained that he would like 
a hat, indicating his completely 
bald head 

Fair manager Strother C 
Jones appeared shortly with five 
hats. Matskevich had trouble

The Russians passed up an in- 
vitation to lunch with Stratton 
at a private: dining room.

GENEVA, Aug. 13—Coming 
at a moment critical for divided 
Germany the death of Thomas 


Mann has far more than a lit- | 


erary significance. He was not 
only one of the greatest con- 
temporary novelists, and per- 
haps the most. distinguished 
German novelist of his time, but 
he also was the chronicler dur- 
ing the last half century of the 
tragedy of Germany, which is 
to say the tragedy of the West. 

It was not that this shy, with- 
drawn writer-philosopher, who 
died unexpectedly last night in 
Zurich at the age of 80, dealt 
with the obvious events of this 
century of war and revolution. 
His was a far more subtle ap- 
proach, revealing the underlying 
conflicts, the deep neuroses, the | 
moral confusion out of which 
came dictatorship and disaster. 

His first important work, 
“Buddenbrooks,’ which he said 
recently he considered his great- 
est novel, is a detailed and inti- 
mate study of a prosperous Ger- 
man family set in Mann’s home 
town of Luebeck on the Baltic 
Sea. The solid burgher quali- 
ties of the Buddenbrooks family 
are eroded over three genera- 
tions by an inner corruption that 
pulls down the respectable 
house in decline and decay. This 
was the Germany of pre-World 
War I which in Mann's view 
was already ripe for defeat and 
dissolution. 

In the second great work of 
this early period, “The Magic 
Mountain,” the novelist set out

“Hummon” Is Popular. 

This prediction is based partly 
on “Hummon’s” admitted popu- 
larity. He is much smarter and 
more likeable than his father, 
the late Eugene Talmadge. He 
was an efficient Governor who 
built more roads and schools 
than his predecessors. Finally, 
no major money scandals cloud- 
ed his administration. 

Another major factor is that 
both Talmadge and George in 
past campaigns have received 
important financial backing from 
the same big industrialists and 
banking groups. These groups 
supported Talmadge for Gover- 
nor largely because they were 
afraid of a shake-down (‘gener- 
ally a threat to increase taxes) 
by the Talmadge-controlled leg- 
islature. They are expected to 
go along with Talmadge in 1956. | 

Talmadge is running as an 
isolationist. He is red-hot for 


Fisenhower’s treaty-making pow- 
ers. Of course, this puts him in 


sharp conflict with George who, ' 


since assuming control of the’ 
Foreign Relations ‘Committee, 
has supported the President in 
negotiations with the Russians 

Talmadge is counting heavily 
on a resurgence of latent reac- | 
tion and isolationism in Georgia 


He has a ready-made issue in } 


schoo] segregation, an issue that 
can easily inflame Georgian 
voters. 

George, if he runs for re- 
election, may be forced to de- | 
fend segregated schools, al- 
though no one expects him to be | 
as violent as Talmadge. So na-| 
tional interest in this race will | 
probably center on the foreign 
affairs issue. 

Assails Foreign Aid. | 

Talmadge in recent speeches 
has assailed foreign aid. 

“We have given billions to} 
Russia, billions to France, bil- | 
lions to England, billions to Chi- | 
na.” he tells audiences. ‘Such 
a policy might be toleratéd if 
this generosity were actually 
making friends and formidable, 
allies for our government, but J 
the exact opposite is true. |

The letter 
writer described the inadequate 
ranger-naturalist services available 
under present appropriations, al- 


though the two examples he used. 
Rocky Mountain National Park and 
Bandelier National Monument, are 
better staffed than some other na- 
ional park system areas 
Before the war. the National Park 
Service had access to the large relief 
funds and thousands of CCC en- 
roliees to supplement its appropria- 
tions, and had to handle less than 
half the visitors it serves today. Now, 
it must depend entirely upon its ap- 
propriations, which were as little as 
$13,000,000 in 1949, and for the past 
few vears have been about $30.000.- 
000, less than $1 for each visitor 
Our national parks are our nation- 
al treasures; it is tragic they should 
be allowed to deteriorate for lack of 
reasonable funds in a period of high 
prosperity. While the Congress is 
generaily sympathetic and recognizes 
that the National Park Service uses 
its funds efficientiv and- without 
waste, it still has a tendency to slash 
urgent items from the budget in a 
pseudo-economy move 
Your letter writer protests but does 
not suggest what the individual citi 
zen can do to improve the situation 
There are two steps, at least. he 
can take. First, he can join one or 
more of the national conservation 
organizations, including the National 
Parks Association, and support their 
programs activels second, he can 
inform his representatives in Con 
gress that he wants them to provide 
the National Park Service with the 
funds it needs 
Congress is responsive to public

There are sound reasons why every member of 
a regulatory commission like SEC or an inde- 
pendent agency like AEC should exercise, unim- 
peded, the authority vested in him by Congress.

turned up on our desk and from perusing the 
introductory pages we learned that this was the 
ninth editien and eighty-second printing. That 
is a lot of editions and a good many more print- 
ings Apparently the social proprieties have 
changed some in a quarter century.

It being late in the afternoon and our lunch 
having been light, we decided to taste Mrs. 
Post's new opus by reading Chapter 41, “Table 
Manners.” Right off we'saw that she is still 
against dunking 


Certainly 


It may be “approved practice 
in lunch wagons"—and even this she qualifies 
with “according to the movies’’—but “dunking a 
whole doughnut into coffee can be rated very 
little above eating with a knife.” However, she 
leaves the breakfast nook door open a little: 
“If you must soften your doughnut or slice of 
toast, at least break it in half and dip an end.” 
Yet more to be preferred, “break a small piece 
at a time into your coffee, milk or soup and eat 
it with a spoon.” 

Through with the first course, we turned to 
the matter of how to eat a chicken or turkey 
drumstick. It appears that the wartime economy 
excuse for “holding a fowl leg in the fingers” 
passed with the cessation of hostilities. The 
“conscientious carver cuts all the meat on these 
bones—and serves bones to no one.” As all 
bones should go automatically into the soup pot, 
allowing anyone to “gnaw” on them is ipso facto 
“wasteful.” Presumably this includes wings. 

We decided to have corn-on-the-cob next only 
to find that Mrs. Post has made this one of her 
most dramatic passages. But let her give the 
‘instructions as only she can do: 

To attack corn-on-the-cob with as little 
ferocity as possible is perhaps the only di- 
rection to be given, since from the point of 
view of grace, a series of ferociously snatch- 
ing, teeth-bared bites that can be heard as 
well as seen, to say nothing of butter and 
corn fragments sprinkled on chin and cheek, 
while delectable to the palate, is horrible 
to the sight. It doesn’t matter whether you 
break the ear in half or whether you hold it 
by its own ends or by silver handles. The 


real thing is to avoid too much buttering 
all at once and eating it greedily. 


Refraining from comment as to corn-on-the- 
cob, we took up a few stalks of asparagus in 
our fingers, bent them double and ate them 
down with relish (this is allowable, see page 
390) and then passed on to dessert, to wit, 
one bowl of fresh fruit. Off the top we chose 


a big banana and then inquired as to how to dis- 
pose of it. Said Mrs. Post: “Although it is not bad 
manners to peel the skin halfway down and eat 
the fruit bite by bite, it is better—” But we 
failed to find out what was better as at that 
juncture we peeled the banana halfway down 
and took the first bite. She had just said it 
was not bad manners and who were we to ask 
more than that of Emily?

No Line Before the Desk 


While Missouri is rightly proud of its record 
on public school integration, a sour note has been 
heard. The fact is that “integration” has some- 
times been applied to students but not to teachers. 

A group of attorneys representing the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People has met in St. Louis to hear com- 
plaints of out-state Missouri teachers. Among 
the attorneys were such men as Sidney Red- 
mond, former Alderman; Irvin Dagen, long in 
the cause of integration; and Frankie Freeman, 
who has fought the issue in places where it 
sometimes seemed physically dangerous. 

This group heard numerous complaints. For 
example, Negro teachers from one Missouri city 
said they had been told that they would have 
jobs as long as the city’s schools were segre- 
gated, but would lose them upon integration. 

In St. Louis, integration has meant bringing 
teachers and students together for the best inter- 
est of public education, regardless of race. That 
is the way it should be. But that is not what has 
occurred in a number of cities in the so-called 
“border” states. 

Ironically, the question of integrating teachers 
is an issue only in states which are at least try- 
ing to integrate students. In some of the states 
of the Deep South it is no issue at all. Even more 
ironically, a few Negro teachers have opposed 
desegregation simply to protect their jobs. 

The problem is complicated by the fact that 
the “separate but equal” educational system dis- 
criminated against teachers as well as students. 
Not all Negro teachers are equally qualified to 
teach in integrated schools. Though that is not 
their fault, school boards cannot be asked to em- 
ploy less qualified teachers because of race 

The sensible way to approach the issue of 
teacher discrimination is to investigate the merit 
of individual cases, and to go to court when in- 
justice can be proved. That is exactly what the 
N.A.A.C.P. intends to do. This is a big and ex- 
pensive task for one organization which faces 
entrenched and even official opposition. But the 
N.A.A.C.P. has made a success of solitary cam- 
paigns before now. 

Certainly the color line must not be removed 
from one end of the classroom only to be re- 
drawn in front of the teacher's desk. When the 
United States Supreme Court ordered integra- 
tion of the public schools, it did ngt mean inte- 
gration for pupils only.

Toll Road Trouble in Illinois 

Five Illinois taxpayers—residents of Hinsdale, 
Dundee, Deerfield and Western Springs—have 
formally asked for removal of the members of 
the Illinois Toll Highway Commission, including 
the chairman, former Republican Congressman 
Evan Howell of Springfield. These five taxpayers, 
in petitions to Illinois Attorney General George 
Latham Castle and Cook County State’s Attorney 
John Gutkhecht, charge the Toll Highway Com- 
mission with “unlawfully executing the duties 
of their office and proceeding contrary to law.” 


One complaint against the commission is that 
it is attempting to finance three toll roads with 
a single $400,000,000 bond issue when the 
Illinois Toll Road Act requires that each toll 
road be financed by its own separate bond issue. 
This was one of the criticisms of Chairman How- 
ell’s activities listed by the Democratic minority 
of the Illinois legislative committee that investi- 
gated the commission last June. 

There are other complaints against Chairman 
Howell. All nine members of the legislative com- 
mittee—five Republicans and four Democrats— 
censured him for his dual role. For in addition 
to being chairman of the Toll Highway Commis- 
sion, a public agency, he also has been chief 
promoter and president of the National Turnpike 
Association, a group which solicited 
$1250 annual memberships and dues from con- 
tractors, bankers and materials suppliers. 

This working of both sides of the street, public 
and private, brought the entire committee close 
to calling for Evan Howell's resignation. But 
then the legislators had other scores against the 
commission chairman. They censured him for 
“careless and improper spending of public funds 
for travel, hotel rooms and other expenses.”’ They

also denounced him for attempting to silence 
critics of the Illinois toll road program “by ap- 
proaching employers and causing the employes to 
fear for their jobs.” 

These proposed Illinois toll roads are a con- 
cern of the entire state. How they are financed, 
how they are built and administered—if they are 
built—is a matter for each citizen to be inter- 
ested in whether or not he lives within several 
hundred miles of the proposed routes. Illinoisans 
generally should be as alert as the five citizens 
who want the Howell performance looked into 
by the courts. And time grows short, as’ Gov. 
Stratton says the financing will be “completed” 
within a few weeks.

Thomas Mann, Patrician 

Thomas Mann became a classic in his own 
time—-which means, of course, that he was more 
talked about than read. His Joseph books’ are 
on many a shelf only because they were sent out 
by a book club. Yet Mann fully deserved the 
Nobel Prize.s “The Magic Mountain” and the 
little “Death in Venice” demanded it. 

Decline and fall, death and decay were his 
preoccupations. Why not? He saw the opulent 
optimism of the late nineteenth century run out 
in Hitler’s camps and in Russian regimentation 
of an “emancipated” proletariat. Mann was as 
German as Goethe. So he bitterly opposed Hit- 
lerite Germany. And although a citizen, he 
refused to live in the United States after becom- 
ing convinced that McCarthyism was dominant. 

Born in the Hanseatic free city of Luebeck, 
Mann was a patrician even before he was a 
democrat. His belief in an ancient and innate 
nobility stands forth beautifully in the opening 
of “Buddenbrooks,” his first and warmest novel. 
He wrote that when he was 24 and still carried 
wisdom easily, without compulsion. It may be 
unorthodox to prefer this early work. But then, 
we also respect Thomas Mann—in this day of 
the language-simplifiers—for his testimony to 
the richness and effectiveness of a good, long 
sentence of, say, 200 words. Poverty or grandeur 
of spirit, we like to believe, are reflected in 

poverty or grandeur of style.

Except for refinements of lighting or 
display, art galleries still look much 
as they always have. But behind the 
scenes great changes have been taking 
place in the last 50 years. 

The old atmosphere—part curiosity 
shop and part ivory tower—has. been 
swept away, and the working area of 
almost any large museum today is a 
complex laboratory manned by a varied 
group of scientists, researchers and 
technicians. 

Chemical analysis was first associ- 
ated with art toward the end of the 
eighteenth century, when investigators 
in England, France 
and Germany pub- 
lished studies on 
the composition of 
Greek and Roman 
coins and. other an- 
cient artifacts. 
These pioneer re- 
searches were the 
foundation of a sci- 
ence now known 
as archeological 
chemistry. 

One of the first 
American. institu- 
tions to undertake 
the systematic 
analysis and preser- 
vation of paintings was the Fogg Mu- 
seum at Harvard University In the 
1920s the Fogg’s director, Edward W. 
Forbes, formed a Department of Con- 
servation which developed a system 
for scientific examination of works of 
art, especially painting. 
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What Paintings Reveal 


Similar departments have since been 
established at the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston, the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York, the Brooklyn Museum and 
elsewhere. 


Broadly speaking, there are two main 
ways of examining a picture—visually 
and by analysis. The first uses X-rays, 
ultraviolet light and several types of 
microscopes, spectroscopes and other 
optical instruments to study the paint- 
ing itself. The second subjects small 
samples taken from it to chemical and 
physical tests. 

From a painting’s condition one can 
frequently identify its age, style and 
authorship, diagnose its structural weak- 
nesses and recommend preservative 
treatment. From condition also students 
learn the materials and methods of the 
past, and historians often pick up Sig- 
nificant new data on the society in 
which the work was produced. 


Way Material Is Analyzed 


Wilhelm Roentgen, the discoverer of 
X-rays, was himself the first to apply 
this tool to the study of works of art. 
It has been used to examine thousands 
of paintings. An X-ray picture shows a 
pattern of the relative density of pig- 
ments and the relative thickness of paint 
layers. 

Today ultraviolet light Is often used 
instead of X-rays, because it is simpler 
and quicker. Ultraviolet radiation shows 
alterations by variations in the fluores- 
cence of the paints. 


When the materials of a painting are 
to be analyzed, the first step usually 
is to work over the subject carefully 
with a binocular microscope of from 5 
to 30 power. Such examination brings 
out details of paint contours and exposes 
crackle, paint loss and repair work. 


The second step may be to take sam- 
ples from the painting for micro-chemi- 
cal analysis. With a sharp, harpoon- 
shaped needle the technician stabs the 
painting and takes out cores so minute 
that their removal does no damage to 
the picture. The cores are then analyzed 
to show what kind of medium—cil, pro- 
tein or carbohydrate —the artist has 


used to hold his pigments, and to iden- 
tify the pigments themselves 

Cobalt was one of the traps that 
caught the recent Dutch forger, Hans 
van Meegeren. For his “Woman Taken 
in Adultery,” painted in imitation of 
Vermeer, van Meegeren bought some ex- 
pensive and supposedly genuine lapis 
lazuli in a London supply shop. Ironic- 
ally, the mineral had been adulterated 
with cobalt blue: this anachronism was 
an important link in the evidence that 
jailed the .careful craftsman. 

An extremely dcelicate technique re- 
cently developed is the cross-sectioning 
of paint films. Chips smaller than the 
head of a pin are mounted in wax at a 
precise orientation and then sliced with 
a microtome knife to expose the layers 
running through the body of the paint, 


From Art Realm to Traders 


Cross-sectioning will, among other 
things, locate the boundaries of a layer 
of paint which is partly on the surface, 
partly hidden by other layers, 

Such investigations may produce in- 
formation of interest o&ttside the realm 
of art. They sometimes give evidence of 
trade between different regions of the 
old world. 

The natural ultramarine used by Eu- 
ropean painters in the Middle Ages, for 
example, came from mines in Afghani- 
stan. It was carried by caravan across 
the mountains and deserts of central 
Asia to ports in the Levant, shipped to 
Venice, where it was refined, and then 
distributed all over Europe. 

The scientific examination of paint- 
ings has had a revolutionary effect on 
methods of restoration and preservation. 
The early restorer was uSually an ama- 
teur painter—or an unsuccessful one— 
who was frequently unskilled at match- 
ing tones and would therefore repaint 
large areas to cover a minor blemish. 


Old Techniques as Used Today 


Today the practice of restoration and 
preservation is recognized as an exact- 
ing profession almost like medicine, with 
its own specialized training and equip- 
ment. It is carried out in laboratories 
where rigid standards of cleanliness. 
lighting, heat and humidity can be 
maintained. 


Much that the museums have discov- 
ered in the course of studying, restoring 
and preserving their collections is ap- 
plied by contemporary artists to their 
own work. Thanks largely to studies 
made some years ago by the Federal! 
Arts Project, the National Bureau of 
Standards now maintains a Commercial! 
Standard for Artists’ Oil Paints. 


There is no basis for the claim that 
the old masters had better materials 
than are available today. Modern paint- 
ers have at their disposal the best ma- 
terials in history. 


Aside from considerations of perma- 
nence, painters can study in detail the 
ancient techniques and can adapt them 
to modern uses. That they are doing so 
is shown by the recent revival of inter- 
est in encaustic ‘wax) painting, egg 
tempera, fresco and even mosaic.

“We've been in a heck of a 
shape,” he said. 

“We've erected a vast appara- 
tus of administrative rules that 
are beyond the law. We must 
rely on those who administer 
them to do so in the spirit of the 
law because they are not bound 
by the letter of the law.” 

Cain said that in his speech 
Monday before the National Al- 
liance of Postal Employes at In- 
dianapolis, Ind., he would pose 
the hypothetical question: “Can 
the United States survive by 
adopting security views similar 
to that of the enemy”” 

“The threats of subversion 
and Communism are genuine 
cause for concern,” he _ said. 
“But on many distressing oc- 


'casions we have faced external 


threats by retaliating against a 
beefed-up enemy.” 

Cain, an Eisenhower § ap- 
pointee, was among the first to 
criticize the Administration's 
present federal loyalty plan, 
contending that in tightening 
its security net the Government 
was endangering individual free- 
gom 

‘A Heinous Thing.’ 

He described the subversive 
list some two months ago as “a 
heinous thing.” 


Started in 1947 by the Dem- 


ocrats, the list includes Nazi. 
totalitarian, Communist and 
other allegedly subversive 


groups. Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell Jr., has added 
some 70 groups to the rolls 
Past or present membership in 
the organizations can bar per- 
sons from federal or defense

Any Doubt, Now, About 
What’s Wrong With Cards? 
OM POHOLSKY, Harvey 
T taaaix and Willard 
Schmidt demonstrated 
rather satisfactorily in a three- 
game stretch at Milwaukee 
what has been the big trouble 
with the Cardinals. Tom, Har- 
vey and Willard turned in suc- 
cessive pitching masterpieces 
and the Redbirds were off on 
a rare winning streak. 


The next game was a victory, 
too, but it was an accidental 
victory, the kind any second- 
division or tail-end club is 
likely to score. In that one, 
pulled out of the fire in the 
ninth, the Cincinnati Redlegs 
beat themselves. Cincinnati 
mistakes turned the tide des- 
pite the fact that Luis Arroyo, 
early season sensation, and 
Paul LaPalme, overworked re- 
liefer, were slugged for seven 
runs. 


Pohlsky, Haddix and 
Schmidt could be the sound 
nucleus of a good Cardinal 
staff next year, if all goes 
well. Arroyo's work earlier in 
the season showed that he 
could win in the league. Per- 
haps he’s developed a _ bad 
habit or two. Perhaps the 
league hitters needed some 
time to solve his pitching. 
But he, too, must be consid- 
ered a prospect for next sea- 
son. 

Vinegar Bend Mizell will be 
back in uniform, sure to. be 
a member of the club’s pros- 
pective Big Four, and Larry 
Jackson has too much talent 
not to be considered a po- 
tential starter. Perhaps some- 
body in the minors will find 
what was wrong with Gordon 
Jones this year after his excel- 
lent showing in 1954. 

Perhaps the supervisory 
pitching department in the 
Cardinal organization needs a 
change in format. The fact 
that so many fine pitching 
prospects, some with good 
major league backgrounds, 
have had trouble, suggests the 
idea of a change. 

Training Pitchers Is 

A Specialist’s Job. 

ASEY STENGEL has had 
4 grvat success as a big 

league manager, but he 
delegates the job of training 
and checking on pitchers to 
one of his coaches, Jim Tur- 
ner. Muddy Ruel, when at 
Cleveland, was the pitching 
coach and one with authority. 
When Frank Frisch managed 
the Cardinals he leaned on 
Coach Mike Gonzales for in- 
formation and advice about 
pitching and pitchers. 

Undoubtedly the Cardinal 
pitching coaches could do a 
better job if they were given 


authority and _ responsibility, 
to rate the pitchers, watch 
carefully for any bad habits 
they may fall into, such as 
tipping their curve and fast 
ball. It always will be a 


manager's job to decide when 
a change is advisable in a 
ball game, but it should be 
up to the coaches to have a 
relief man ready. 

Eddie Dyer, a pitcher in 
his playing days, had a staff 
of tested veterans during the 
years he managed the Cardi- 
nals and probably didn’t need 
much help from his coaches. 


Eddie Stanky, though he 
picked Johnny’ Riddle, a 
catcher, and Bill Posedel, a 
pitcher, to handle the staff, 


actually delegated little if any 
authority. And since Dyer de- 
parted the Cardinal pitching 
has deteriorated. 

At any rate, the recent 
winning streak is encourag- 
ing. And as a poetical letter 
writer put it, perhaps, “The 
Cards of next season may give 
them a fit, with Haddix, Po- 
holsky, Arroyo and Schmidt.” 

Relief Pitcher Frank Smith 
has been a _ disappointment 
this season, but while it 
seemed last winter that the 
Cards were paying a high 
price for a knight of the bull- 
pen, the deal now looks like 
an unimportant _ stand - off. 
Gerry Staley has lost eight 
games while winning five for 
the Redlegs, and Ray Jablon- 
ski. traded with Staley for 
Smith, has been sent to the 
minors. 

Sports Writers in U.S. 

Really Have It Soft. 

HROUGH many years on 
T the sports beat we've 

heard a lot of grousing 
among American sports re- 
porters over what they con- 
sidered inconveniences. Bos- 
ton writers beefed bitterly 
when the Red Sox dressing 
room was barred after tense 
ball games. World series re- 
porters complain because they 
have to wait a few minutes 
before storming the players’ 
clubhouse sanctum. And many 
a writer has moaned because 
there was no elevator to the 
press box or because the tele- 
phone or something was a 
flight or two down. 

Sterling Slappey of the As- 
sociated Press sports staff, as- 
signed to the London Bureau, 
can tell the writers in the 
United States how lucky they 
are, what a soft job they have. 
Listen to his story about cov- 
ering golf over there: 

“Royal Liverpool Golf Club 
and the Honorable Company 
of Edinburgh Golfers have 
famous links called Hoylake 
and Muirfield. They both 
also have members who obvi- 


Writer Sterling Slappey first 
went to Hoylake for the 1953 
British Amateur. He had been 
warned that amenities would 
fall far short of even these 
provided at one of the ordi- 
nary weekly tournaments on 
the Winter Circuit in the 
United States. 

“At Hoylake a dour club 
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member, with & sandy mus- 
tach and the manner of a 
regimental colonel fresh from 
the Punjab, came up to Slap- 
pey and condescendingly said: 
‘l say. Are you press fellows 
making out all right?” 

“The AP man _=§$ swallowed 
hard and not to be outdone in 
friendliness, said: ‘Yes. Thank 
you. Except maybe the press 
tent could have been a bit 
nearer the eighteenth green.’ 

“The Briton bristled. ‘Don’t 
complain about anything, boy. 
You are lucky to be here.’ 

“A year later the secretary 
at Muirfield barred all news- 
men from the clubhouse on 
grounds that players, officials 
and members did not want to 
be disturbed by ‘these press 
types.’ 

“The AP delegation of three

“The secretary said he liked

Out in the Open 


Standard Equipment 
For Camping Trips

“go light” school of outdoorsmen who insist on living 

off the country and a few dehydrafed vegetables—or 
rolling up at night in a single blanket on a bed of knobby 
balsam branches. Our ob- 
jective in taking to the 
woods is recreation — not 
making ourselves miser- 
able by sleeping on rocks 
or surviving on emergency 
rations. Yet through the 
years we have worked out 
for various kinds of camp- 
ing, the gear which seems 
essential for comfort and 
convenience and _ have 
eliminated the stuff which 
makes for excess weight 
and bother. 

That term “various 
kinds of camping” is im- 
portant. You don’t pack 
the same gear for a hike 
on foot along the Appala- 
chian Trail through the 
Smokies that you'd take 
on a pack trip by horseback through the Rockies. Automo- 
bile camping is quite different from canoe camping; while 
if you're going to run your own canoe for a week down 
Current river, you plan a lighter load than when you make 
this same trip with a flotilla of fishing boats and guides and 
commissary boats to carry the equipment. 

There are some things which we’ve found work well on 
almost any camping trip and are therefore standard. A 
lightweight umbrella tent with a fly that serves for a porch, 
a sewed-in ground cloth and mosquito netting works equally 
well on the river, out in the desert or in the high country. 
For sleeping, we wouldn’t be without our air mattresses 
which can be laid out directly on the tent floor or even 
under the stars on hot summer nights, withovt the neces- 
sity of carrying a clumsy cot. Though lately we've seen 
some lightweight aluminum-frame cots that take up little 
room. And instead of the conventional sleeping bag, we 
use a canvas bedroll with sheets and as many blankets as 
the season calls for. Thus we adjust the cover to the tem- 
perature and avoid the claustrophobia that goes with being 
zipped up. 


Wee it comes to camping, we've never belonged to the 
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The cook kit should contain two skillets, a 
couple of aluminum pails to serve for cooking 
kettles, some utensil large enough for washing 
dishes, a long-handled fork, pancake turner and a 
good can opener. Cups should be of enamel rather 
than aluminum which stay too hot to drink out of, 
even after the coffee is cold. In the pantry side of 
the grub box are a fair share of fruits and vege- 
tables, which are as easy to cook in camp as at 
home.

@ THERE'S A TENDENCY NOWADAYS to load ourselves 
down with gadgets to the point where, no matter how 
streamlined, lightweight and efficient they are, their very 
number adds up to an uncomfortable tonhage. Yet despite 
the fact that we like tp tie our own bass flies, still use an 
old canvas canoe and in general enjoy traveling light, we 
never hesitate to add a so-called outdoor gadget if it dis- 
places something more cumbersome or otherwise increases 
the comfort of our expeditions. A real necessity for auto 
camping, for example, is a stove of some sort, since you 
often stop for a meal or the night where there is a scarcity 
of firewood. The gasoline stove solves this problem fairly 
adequately, though it means carrying a spare can of white 
gasoline in the luggage compartment and may leave you 
high and dry if you're in the wilds a long way from the 
nearest town. And in any kind of camping, especially in 
autumn and winter when the days are short, a good bright 
bight is a great convenience. You need it for at least a 
short time when cleaning up the dishes and spreading out 
the bedrolls.

Now an outfit has brought out a camp stove 
and camp lantern, each using a small disposable 
cylinder of liquid propane as its fuel supply. These 
cylinders burn for about 20 hours; a week’s supply 
in the case of the stove and considerably longer 
for the lantern unless you play poker in camp at. 
night. But you needn't run out, since on long trips 
it is merely necessary to carry an extra cylinder of 
propane. The lantern is of the regular mantle type, 
so must be packed carefully for traveling. But it 
lights at the turn of a valve and makes a strong 
white light. The stove also fires up instantly and 
has an intense, even blue flame which is as easy to 
use as the gas stove at home.

as many pots and pans as are necessary to prepare the 
meal. Yet when weight is not important, the little propane 
stove will be handy for boiling coffee under the tent on 
rainy mornings. And on our long winter trips by car, when 
; it sometimes proves necessary to drive miles before find- 
) ing a place to eat breakfast, the stove should be a life 
saver. Just the other evening, for example, when we were 
eating on the porch and having French pancakes which nor- ; 
| mally mean many trips to the kitchen, we put the heavy 
iron skillet on the little camp stove beside us and cooked 
) them to perfection. 
One thing we seek to capture through outdoor recrea- 
) tion is some of the wilderness values that are*inherent in 
| our culture. This helps keep alive the realization that, 
while we are supported by the whole complex of our in- 
dustrial civilization, industry itself is still dependent on 
the resources of the land. And when it comes to using 
mechanical aids to recreation, the main idea is not to let

The shortage of rural 


doctors is a circumstance 


altogether too prevalent across the land, right now. 


Right here in Bourbon, for in- 
stance, the phrase “doctor short- 
age” has been something more 
than a peg for cold statistics. 
There are parents who can re- 
call the cold terror which comes 
with a child suddenly running a 
high fever—and no physician 
near. 

There are farmers who, over 
and above the physical agony of 
an accident injury, have known 
the mental anguish which comes 
with sudden realization their 
family’s livelihood depends on 
immediate medical help—when 
such help was hard to come by. 

Now, Bourbon has a well- 
equipped clinic, complete with 
delivery room, and an active 
young doctor to run it. Bourbon 
wanted a doctor bad. Sixteen 
residents went on a note for Dr. 
Walden, when he came here 
three years ago. An elderly min- 
ister pitched in on the carpentry 
work. 

Many rural communities would 
do as much, to obtain a doctor. 
The trouble is there aren't 
enough to go around. Young 
doctors, nearly three-quarters of 
them, in fact, are going to work 
in the cities. This spreads the 
remainder way too thin. 

1951 survéy showed the 
number of physicians serving a 
20-county area in rural Missouri 
had declined from 539, in 1912, 
to 158. Thin, indeed. 

Groups such as the Missouri 
Medical Society are active in 
promoting rural locations for 
young physicians. The picture 
remains dim. This is the story 
of one of the few bright spots 
in it—a chain-reaction effort of 
one particular group's efforts to 
help alleviate the country doctor 
shortage.

HE group is the denomina- 
T tion of Seventh-day Advent- 

ists, and since the end of 
World War II there have been 
15 graduates of the College of 
Medical Evangelists, a Grade A 
medical school operated by the 
Adventists in Loma Lima, Cailif., 
who have come to rural Mis- 
souri. 

Dr. Walden is one of these. 

The reasoning of young physi- 
cians who remain in the city, 
where the big hospitals and 
many advantages are, is clear- 
cut. 

The reasoning of Dr. Walden, 
who came to a town of 543 per- 
sons while he was already some 
several thousand dollars in hock 
—and borrowed money to go 
into rural practice is at least 
as clear-cut. He said, “I wanted 
to go where the need was.” —

HEN we showed up to talk 
Wi him, we counted 13 per- 
sons in the waiting room 
of this relatively small clinic, 
and seven in treatment rooms.

Dr. Walden, looking no more 
like the popular idea of a “coun- 
try doctor” than his shiny auto 
looks like a horse and buggy, 
said, “There aren't any uncrowd- 
ed days.” 

For a small town, we ventured, 
there seemed to be quite a few 
sick folks in this morning. Dr. 
Walden, administering to a little 
girl who was very sick, with 
early pneumonia, looked at us 
and said with considerable pa- 
tience: “There are about 10,000 
persons in the area I serve.” 

That area extends some 35 
miles south and east from Bour- 
bon, which is about 75 miles 
southwest of St. Louis, and in- 
cludes Cuba, Steelville, Leasburg 
and vast areas of rutted roads 
going bumpily to places without 
any names at all. 

No other medical doctor is in 
active practice in all of Craw- 
ford County, he said. ‘An osteo- 
path’s office in Bourbon does a 
heavy business.) 

Dr. Walden, a Californian, had 
interned at San Jose after grad- 
uating from the College of Medi- 
cal Evangelists. 

This institution, with its mod- 
ern buildings and equipment, 
celebrated its. fiftieth anniver- 
sary this year. It has grown from 
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a tourists’ hotel, purchased in 
1905 by representatives of the 
church for $38,900, to a huge 
educational plant and hospital 
with an annual operating budget 
in excess of $8,000,000. 


Adventifs believe in “treating 
the whole man,” which, briefly, 
means correlating mental and 
spiritual needs with the physical. 
The denomination has estab- 
lished 285 hospitals and sani- 
tariums over the world. 


The fact that this single de- 
nomination has brought 15 rural 
doctors to Missouri, alone, indi- 
cates the stress it places on 
medical training—and also re- 
flects the network of communi- 
cations it maintains in refer- 
ence to individual localities 
needs for medical facilities.

HERE is no “placement” of 
T young doctors like Walden or 

Carnahan, But each state con- 
ferences and Adventist doctors, 
supply information pertaining to 
areas where the need for medi- 
cal help is drastic: Also, a sys- 
tem of financial aid for young 
doctors in rural areas is utilized 
in some cases. 

Dr. Walden, for instance, 
learned of Bourbon’s pressing 
need from another Adventist 
physcian, Dr. Demil Andreassen, 
formerly of Sullivan. And now, 
that Pr. Walden has been re- 
quested to teach, he got in 
touch with young Dr. Carnahan 
—dug down into his own pocket 
and paid Carnahan’s way from 
Oregon to look the Bourbon area 
over. 

“We liked it.” said Dr. Carna- 
han’s hard-working young wife, 
Barbara, a nurse. “This will be 
our home.” 

“I only hope,” said Dr. Car- 
nahan, trotting around after the 
“old” doctor during this hectic 
break-in period, “that people 
here would be as unhappy to see 
me leave, if I ever do, as they 
are about Dr. Walden’'s leaving.” 


Dr. Walden is loaded with 
friends, all right—following him 
around established that. We 
watched him and saw a person- 
able, rangy, neat man who, with 
his bow-tie and noonday-change- 
to-clean-shirt habit, looked like 
a natural for a practice in Swank 
Avenue specialization. Why did 


he choose the rigors and rela- 
tively small income of rural 
Missouri? 


“I wanted to get out of the 
city, I wanted to see people as 
they really are,” he said. ‘Here, 
I know my patients—as people 
I know that if a fellow has a 
stubborn stomach ailment it may 
be one thing and again it may 
be because he’s making $37.50 a 
week and has six kids to sup- 
port.” 


This is one example of what 
he means by treating the whole 
man—although doctrinal matters 
do not enter directly into the 
doctor-patient relationship, Dr. 
Walden, as an Adventist, is a re- 
ligious man and his religion, in 
a quiet and non-obtrustive way, 
is a constant and integral part 
of him. 


He belonged to no church un- 
til well into adulthood: recalled 
he used to think religious folks 
“were soft-headed, not _ soft- 
hearted.” In the service he got 
to questioning Seventh-day Ad- 
ventists friends in discussions, 
and found, to his satisfaction, 
that somebody's logic was faulty, 
all right, but that it seemed to 
be his. In Bourbon, he conducts 
church services on each fourth 
Sabbath. 


He got through medical school 
partly on the G.I, bill, partly by 
working his way through, partly 
by borrowing and partly by 
crossing his fingers and diving 
in. 

The debts had mounted to five 
figures by the time he got to 
Bourbon, where he saw the kind 
of need he wanted to fill.

a scary figure for a young mar- 
ried man starting out with a 
growing family to support, (He 
has five children now, ages 10 
years to 18 months.) 


So he borrowed $3500 more, 
from the Missouri conference of 
his church. And 16 Bourbonites 
went as co-signers for $1600 
from the local bank. A retired 
Seventh-day Adventist minister, 
W. K. Smith, now 80 years old, 
known locally for his wood- 
working skill, put his craftsman- 
ship into operation, helping turn 
out a clinic. Bourbon ' watched 
with great interest. 

“We were mighty glad to see 


the doctor get here,” said a 
widow. in the clinic the other 
day She had one of her six 


children in. 

“Are you still in the red?” we 
asked Dr. Walden, later. A 
great big smile came forth; he 
said, “I just got even! I think.” 

(“Charity” cases he keeps at 
an absolute minimum, inasmuch 
as most of the Missourians 
around here are made uncom- 
fortable by that. There is a 
standing system, however, where 
patients unable to pay get can- 
celed bills for Christmas. There's 
a great difference.)

EW doctors this side of the 
F princely hangnail specialist, 

hours 11 a.m. to 1 p.m., have 
anything remotely resembling an 
easy or scheduled life. They 
work hard and long, usually, 
whether city or country located. 

But you could seek quite a 
while before finding one who 
works harder than a country 
doctor such as Walden. 


He’s up at 6:30 a.m., leaves 
his family asleep, drives 35 miles 
to Rolla to see his patients at 
Phelps County Memorial Hos- 
pital there. (He starts his days 
with prayer.) arte 

He leaves for his Bourbon of- 
fice, making house calls over a 
wide area en route. Usually he 
skips breakfast because of lack 
of time. 

An emergency house call may 
show a patient who had tried 
every home remedy in the book; 
ended up in serious condition 
before, finally, getting around 
to calling a doctor. Arriving at 
his office, he finds it packed 
with waiting patients. 

His wife brings him 
wiches at noon. 

The afternoon brings more of- 
fice patients—or more emer- 
gencies; a skull fracture at a 
sawmill, a farmer who has fallen 
from a hayloft onto a wagon 
tongue. Somebody has been bit- 
ten by a copperhead. Somebody

Such things don't mean, mere- 
ly, a short drive down the paved 
highway—country roads can be 
long, rough and hard on the 
nerves and anatomy. Finally, the 
day is over. That leaves the early 
evening—and he drives 20 miles 
in each of two directions, mak- 
ing more calls.

N A “normal” -night he gets 
() home around nine or so— 
sometimes he even gets to

If the telephone operator, Mrs 
Mary Schelich, has her way, he 
gets a night's sleep.

To some degree this routine 
is present in any physician's 
life—but there’s one difference 
If, in the city, your own doctor 
isn't available, you can call 
somebody else... .

able In his case, there isn't 
anybody else. ‘1

which points up the status held 
by the country doctor—the posi- 
tion of being so necessary he 
HAS to be found—it is the veri- 
table grapevine which keeps his 
whereabouts pin-pointed; tele- 
phone operators running out to 
tell him of a call, state patrol- 
men chasing hiin down with red- 
lights flashing, the network of 
party line communiques on the 


rural hand-crank teiephones 
Lack of hospitalization in 
many rural areas contributes 


heavily to the doctor shortage— 
a young doctor has a whopping 
investment, in money and years, 
and can be understandably re- 
luctant to go where there is no 
hospital. Nobody has come up 
with the big-picture answer, but 
some steps have been taken in 
isolated instances by many 
groups, including the Adven- 
tists.

N Bourbon, Dr. Walden, as

into rural sections; checking on 
communities in need of medical 
service, and attempting to bring 
the two of them together. 

The program, only a partial 
solution to the need for rural 
doctors, is nevertheless active, 
growing and—it works. The prov- 
erb about it being better to 
light one candle than to curse 
the darkness seems to hold up 
pretty well. 

Here in Bourbon—which got 
its name, one story goes, be- 
cause it was the site of a store 
of bourbon whisky which Irish 
railroad workers got as part of 
their pay, Irish railroad workers 
feeling far different about 
whisky than do Seventh-day 
Adventists—here in Bourbon, Dr. 
Walden leaves a host of friends, 
people who hate to see him go.

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Dean Sweet of Christ Church Cathedral Has Listened to Just About

HAD an appointment for an

Sweet for 11 o'clock in the 
morning. It was now well past 
11 and I was sitting thumbing 
through an old copy of Time 
when he came through the door 
of the cathedral office, on the 
ground floor of the Bishop 
Tuttle Memorial, shaking his 
head and looking at the floor.

As Mayor he was 
distinguished chiefly by his re- 
fusal to compromise with pro- 
fessional politicians—a principle 
whose validity Dean Sweet him- 
self still debates in his own 
mind; i.e., whether one is justi- 
fied in dealing with machine 
politics to achieve a good end. 
So far he has adhered to his 
father's principles. 


. His father, Edwin F. Sweet, 
later became Governor of Michi- 
gan, then Congressman and 
wound up his career as Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce under 
Woodrow Wilson. 


Young Sidney went to grade 
and high school in Grand Rap- 
ids, and in high school he first 
demonstrated his feeling for the 
common man when he cam- 
paigned against what he con- 


sidered the superficiality and 
snobbishness of high school 
fraternities. After high school 
he worked for a while at night 
in a hotel, a job which ac- 
quainted him with some of the 
realities of life, and of which he 
he now says, with a smile, “It 
was interesting and useful, I'm 
sure.” At Yale he came under 
influences which began to shape 
his future. He worked at the 
Yale Mission, helped organize 
and operate a couple of clubs 
for underpriviliged boys, 


. 7 - 
HIS spring he went to the 
T fiftieth reunion of his class 
at Yale and thereby hangs 
a tale. 

“My father went to his fiftieth 
reunion at Yale back in 1921,” 
he recalls, “and when he came 
home he was a sad man. ‘Don't 
go to your fiftieth reunion when 
it comes around,’ he told me. 
‘There were only a handful left 


. and all they did was sit around 


and compare their ailments. It 
was very depressing.’ 

“When my fiftieth reunion ap- 
proached, I remembered what he 
told me, and I hesitated about 
going jut how things have 
changed. What strides medicine 
has made. Why, out of a class of 
388, there are 149 still living 
More than 90 of them were 
there, and they were in good 
health, alert. They were alive, 
if you know what I mean. I was 
giad I went.” 

By the time he graduated 
from Yale, his mind was made 
up. He entered the Episcopal 
Theological Seminary at Cam- 
bridge. Across the hall from 
him lived a young fellow named 
Bill Scarlett, later to become 
Dean Scarlett of Christ Church 
Cathedral in St. Louis, then 
bishop of the diocese, now 
retired. 

Scarlett was pitcher on the 
baseball team and Sweet was 
catcher and they won most of 
their games. Not long ago, at 
a church meeting, Dean Sweet 
met another classmate of the 
era who told him, “There are 
two things I remember about 
you at the seminary. One is 
that you went a whole season 
without striking out. The other 
is the time you had a funeral 
to conduct and a baseball game 
immediately after, and you con- 
ducted the funeral with your 
baseball uniform under your 
vestments.” Dean Sweet neither 
confirms nor denies the story, 

— * . 

TUDENTS Scarlett and Sweet 
S became close friends and used 

.to talk about how maybe 
some day they could wind up 
working together in the same 
parish. It took them some 30 
years to get together. 


When Dean Sweet was or- 
dained in 1908, he became curate 
at St. John’s Church in Jersey 
City. Part of his job was to 
run St. Stephen's Mission, a 
small mission in downtown 
Jersey City. Within two years 
the mission had grown until it 
took all his time. 


In 1918, St. Paul's church in 
Columbus, O., was looking for 
a rector. Dean Sweet put out his 
cigarette. “I guess,” he said, 
“Bill Scarlett had a lot to do 
with my going to Columbus. I 
turned them down at first. It was 
a substantial church in a good 
neighborhood. It was a differ- 
ent type of people—they didn't 
exactly need the kind of help 1

had been giving the people at 
St. Stephen's. | mean, well, 
while I was at St. Stephen's we 
had two murders, and | was 
called in to help children dying 
with diseases such as diphtheria, 
and I settled fights between 
women and their husbands—it 
was a place where they needed 
a different kind of help. 


“But at the same time, I had 
begun to feel the need of a 
change, and when they asked 
me also to take over as chaplain 
of Columbus Barracks, | decided 
maybe | could be of service.” 


The real decision came one 
Sunday morning just as service 
was Starting. The choir was al- 
ready in its place, when a tele 
gram arrived Dean Sweet 
opened it there. It read: “I'm 
sure you're the man for Colum- 
bus, and Columbus is the place 
for you. Bill Scarlett.” 


He stayed in Columbus from 
1918 to 1930, when the oppor- 
tunity came to join Bishop Scar- 
lett in St. Louis. “I had always 
wanted to be connected with a 
downtown church where you 
meet all kinds of people and all 
kinds of problems. When Dean 
Scarlett was made Bishop, and 
called me, | felt it was just the 
kind of place I wanted. And I 
was right. The work here, and 
the association with him, has 
been ideal.” 

The Dean stroked his chin 
and smiled and shook his head 
as though it were hard to re- 
alize that 25 years had gone by 
We had to halt the interview at 
that point while several fire 
trucks went screaming down 
Locust street. “That's another 
thing about a downtown church,” 
the Dean ‘said with the grin, 
“the unmusical accompaniment 
that goes on day and night.” 


Dean Sweet came to St. Louis 
in 1930, a youngish looking man 
with black hair and a pleasant 
smile, but he hadn't more than 
straightened out his desk be- 
fore he began to make his pres- 
ence known. The first hard bite 
of the depression was being 
felt. “Large bunches of unem- 
ployed were on the streets, 
many of them coming in and 
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asking for assistance of some 
kind... They said they couldn't 
get help from the social agen- 
cies.” 

Dean Sweet first set up his 
own social agency, and supplied 
coffee and sandwiches for the 
unemployed, and did what he 
could about finding jobs. He 
started providing entertainment 
and community singing along 
with the food, and he and Mrs. 
Gertrude Knott, now active in 
folk festival work, helped pro- 
duce a minstrel show’ with 
about 50 unemployed men and 
women as performers. 

One day just before the show 
was to go on, a man came to 
Dean Sweet and said he was 
spokesman for some of the per- 
formers “They say,” he told 
the Dean, “that before vou give 
us any of the proceeds from 
this show, that you're going to 
make us all hit the sawdust 
trail Is that so?” 

Dean Sweet told him no, he 
need have no fear of the saw- 
dust trail. “But I added that if 
coming around here had influ- 
enced any of the group for good, 
it would please me very much, 
but that I would do nothing in 
the way of forcing anyone to 
hit the sawdust trail.” 

All through the depression 
vears Dean Sweet fought the 
hattle of the underprivileged and 
the unemployed. While some 
ministers prayed for the un- 
employed and compared their 
plight to that of the children of 
Israel. Dean Sweet was busy 
arousing people to do something 
about it. 

When some 15,000 jobless 
were dropped from relief rolls 
in 1936. Dean Sweet stirred the 
Ministerial Alliance to action, 
and was one of the leaders of a 
demonstration at City Hall. Some 
50 unemployed, and 25 ministers 
invaded a meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen and threatened to 
remain there until the board 
did something about raising ad- 
ditional money for relief in St 
Louis 

As late as 1940 he allowed the 
Workers’ Alliance to use the big 
dining hall at Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial to stage a “five-cent 
dinner.” Guests paid a dollar to 
eat a meal of beans and slaw 
and cornbread. The meal cost 
five cents a plate which, it was 
pointed out what a family on re- 
lief could afford to eat. 

— * - 

ITH the coming of World 
W wer Il the slight of the 

unemployed was replaced 
by that of the lonely soldier, 
Dean Sweet knew from observa- 
tion that the downtown streets 
were filled with boys every Sun- 
day night who had no place to 
go. He started a service mens 
center in the church, and the 
first night it opened 75 service- 
men turned up. The Dean pro- 
vided light suppers and plenty 
of coffee and soft drinks, and 
various girls’ clubs and groups 
provided companionship. Word 
got around and it wasn't long 
until there would be as many as 
500 servicemen there on a Sun- 
day night. Word also got back 
to the Army, and they asked the 
Dean if he wouldn't do it on 
Tuesday nights also. The serv- 
ice center is still in operation 
and is a popular spot on Sunday 
nights. 

Also during the war years he 
came into new prominence as an 
arbitrator of labor disputes. He 
sat in on many cases, and today 


has the firm conviction that if 
labor and management can be 
brought together in a peaceful— 
if not friendly — atmosphere, 
they can iron out their differ- 
ences. 

The Dean's hair was dark 
brown when he came to Christ 
Church Cathedral 25 years ago. 
Now it’s gray. But he still 
weighs 170 pounds, which is 
about right for his five feet 10 
inches. He keeps himself in a 
fine fettle for a man of nearly 
72. He takes a brisk run every 
morning, and goes for a bicycle 
ride every night. During the 
summer he plays tennis at least 
one morning a week and two.if 
he can get the gang together, 
The gang consists of the Rev. 
Dr. J. Francis Sant, rector at 
the Church of St. Michael and 
St. George: the Rev. Dr. Wile 
liam H. Laird, rector at St, 
Peter's, and the Rev. Jesse E. 
Thomas of University Methodist 
Church. “We always play dou- 
bles,” Dean Sweet is quick to 
point out. 

* . * 

EAN AND MRS. SWEET have 
[prcen married since 1907, a 

year before he was graduated 
from theological school. She was 
a cousin of his roommate at Yale, 
and they became engaged while 
he was still at Yale. She is 
active in church work but not, 
the Dean points out with a mean- 
ingful smile, too active. She 
leaves the running of the church, 
he explains, in the hands of 
those to whom it belongs. The 
Sweets had two sons, one of 
whom died some years ago. The 


~other now lives in New Canaan, 


Conn., and the Sweets visit him 
and their three grandchildren 
every year. 


Dean Sweet works long hours, 
but there is one thing he re- 
fuses to do, and that’s start 
early. He likes to arise at his 
leisure, enjoy a slow breakfast, 
read newspapers and periodicals, 
before he goes to the church, 
where he usually arrives at 
about 10:30. 


When he gets there he can 
be sure someone will be waiting 
to see him, someone with a 
drinking problem, or who needs 
a job, or who wonders if he or 
she should get a divorce. He 
listens to as many problems as 
there are quirks in human na- 
ture. 

In the afternoons he makes 
calls to hospitals and homes 
where there is sickress or sor- 
row Almost every night he 
has a dinner meeting of some 
kind, and after dinner there is 
usually another meeting to at- 
tend. He gets about one free 
night a week which he either 
spends relaxing at home, or at 
the ball game. He is despond- 
ent about the current plight of 
the Cardinals. 


“But my greatest hobby and 
interest,” he says, “is trying to 
impress upon people the im- 
portance of a downtown church 
such as this. It performs a 
function and provides services 
no other church can. It's more 
like missionary work than any- 
thing else. We're in touch with 
a class of people here who have 
no other place to turn. They 
come from the streets, the ho- 
tels, looking for help and con- 
solation. And we try to give 
it to them. Which is one rea- 
son I like it so well and would 
never want to be anywhere 
else.”

FIRE ISLAND, N.Y., Aug. 13. 


HE OTHER EVENING I wandered down to the village here 
to see a friend of mine about borrowing a cat trap.

Billy. The child greeted me politely but a little absently because 


his attention was sternly fixed 
Deciding to wait for his father, I 
following the program, too. 

This wasn't easy, because it 
had obviously been going on for 
quite a while, and the plot ap- 
peared to be rather intricate.

IN THIS CRISIS, a local doc- 
tor showed up (I forgot to say 
that the action took place in a 
very small town) in the person 
of one of the most catastrophic 
actors I have ever seen.

JENSEN, Utah, Aug. 13 (AP)

The earth's 
shifting crust buried the land 
under a sea, then lifted it up 
into the Unita mountains, where 
weather finally exposed the now- 
fossilized bones.

It is a misconception that the 
quarry will be flooded.

ACH SUMMER in the little college town

OST SUMMER CAMPS for youngsters are exclusively for 
boys or for girls, and the few that admit both usually sep- 
arate, them into unmixed groups when engaging in recre- 

ational activities. In a pioneering venture that departs from 
such tradition, the Y.M.C.A. of St. Louis and St. Louis County 


has opened its Ozark boys’ camp to girls and conducts its ac- 


tivities on an integrated basis. 

The co-ed camp was operated experimentally last year and 
proved successful; it became a permanent part of the program 
this year. Of five two-week camping periods during the sum- 
mer, the first three were for boys only, as in the past. The final 
two periods this month were set aside for both boys and girls, 
65 of each between 9 and 15 years of age. 

Applications far exceeded the camp's capacity, and the “Y” 
hopes to expand accommodations to meet the demand, which 
stems from lack of camping facilities for girls in the St. Louis 
area. It was to help fill this need that the organization decided 
to forego its historical disassociation with girls and operate a 
co-ed camp at least during part of the summer. The decision 
was in line with a modern trend toward mixed camps with in- 
tegrated programs to permit young boys and girls to share rec- 
reational opportunities. 

Camp Lakewood, in the Ozark foothills near Potosi, is di- 
vided into a boys’ village and a girls village for the co-ed 
camping period. An adult counselor has charge of each cabin, 
which houses eight boys or eight girls.

ON THE ATOM 


Scientists From 72 Nations at Geneva 
Survey Peaceful Uses of Nuclear Power 


Reflecting the world-wide scope of the meeting and in- 
dicative of the lessened tension between East and West, 
Dr. Isidor Rabi of the United States (left) and Professor

Geneva’'s Palace of Nations is filled with delegates and observers from 72 
nations at opening of the first international conference on peaceful uses of 
atomic energy. In attendance at the two-week conference, sponsored by 
the United Nations, are 1260 scientists, 800 government and industry observ- 
- ers and some 600 newsmen. Opening session was addressed by Dag Ham- 
‘ + marskjold, Secretary -General of the United Nations. 
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HE WORLD'S FOREMOST nuclear scientists have gath- 
ered at Geneva, Switzerland, to exchange information 
about atomic research in the fields of medicine, agri- 

culture, industry and power production. Seventy-two na- 
tions are represented at the meeting, known officially as 
the International Conference on Peaceful Uses of Atomic 
Energy. Informally, it is called the atoms-for-peace parley. 

Overshadowing the learned discussions of the dele- 
gates is the fact that their governments authorized partici- 
pation in such a meeting. Generally regarded as the most 
important scientific gathering ever staged, the conference 
bears even more significant political overtones. If it should 
help turn mankind's greatest peril into an instrument of 
peace, the meeting would mean more to history than the 
Big Four summit conference held on the same site a few 
weeks earlier. 

While political considerations remained in the back- 
ground, the meeting opened a floodgate of reports by sci- 
entists who long had been under security restrictions. The 
United States, with 183 top nuclear physicists on hand, was 
to present 180, or nearly half, of the papers to be read. The 
large American exhibit, featuring a working automatic pool 
reactor, proved the hit of the show. 

At the outset of the conference, which opened last Mon- 
day, Russia showed that it has not been lagging in nuclear 
research. The Soviet Union revealed that it has been pro- 
ducing electrical power from atomic energy for more than 
a year at a 5000-kilowatt station near Moscow. Great 
Britain showed it is ahead of this country in exploiting the 
immediate commercial possibilities of nuclear power. In- 
stead of an educational exhibit, like America’s, the British

Sausage, Fried Apples, Corn Bread Breakfast 


Mrs. Sheets cuts unpeeled apples into thick wedges, 
e removing seeds and pieces of core. Butter and sugar 
are added, and apples are simmered slowly until glazed. 


Making corn bread, corn meal and other dry ingredi- 
ents are measured and then they are sifted together. 


HE OLD-FASHIONED breakfast of pork 
sausage, fried apples and corn bread is 
also well suited for the modern brunch, 

for midnight snacks or for buffet suppers. It 
has been a popular dish for generations in 
the family of Mrs. Althea C. Sheets of Detroit, 
a former St. Louisan, who prepared it while 
visiting her mother, Mrs. Frank M. Canter, in 
Clayton. 

Mrs. Sheets begins with the apples, 
which require the longest time to cook. The 
corn bread batter is prepared next, and sau- 
sages are fried while the bread is baking. 
The unpeeled apples are sliced into thick 
wedges about one-half inch thick into a fry- 
ing pan. They are sprinkled with sugar, 
dotted with butter and then enough water is 
added to cover the apples to about one - third 
their depth. A lid is placed on top for a few

minutes to create steam to dissolve the sugar. 
Cover is removed and apples are all to 
cook slowly, stirring occasionally, until lightly 
browned and glazed. 

To make the corn bread batter, is 
beaten, milk added and then the sifted rah 
ingredients are stirred in. To this is add 
the melted butter, and the mixture is then 
poured into a well - greased square cake pan 
and baked 20 to 25 minutes in a 375-degree 
oven. It is cut in squares. Pork sausages 
are fried in a small amount of butter until

LETTERS 


DETROIT. 


Anybody today who manages to pay his 
income taxes and still smile must have 
some special kind of formula to explain 
his secret. We Burkes, a cheerful four- 
some bubbling with genuine happiness, 
simply “bet on ourselves to make others 
happy.” It’s a marvelous way to gamble, 
because it always pays off. 

How do we go about putting our idea 
into practice? By remembering people with 
letters — not just when we're in the mood, 
but continually. Day in and day out, we 
write notes, letters and cards, until cor- 
respondence has become almost as much 
a part of our lives as eating and sleeping. 

It all goes back to when I was I1 years 
old and wrote a get-well letter to a school 
teacher who'd been away sick. On her re- 
turn, she drew me aside to express her 
thanks. “Your life will never be empty, 
I'm sure,” she said, “for already you have 
learned to put something into it.” 

I was too young at the time fully to 
understand what she meant. But from her 
radiant expression, | knew I had accom- 
plished something worthwhile. Immedi- 
ately thereafter | began writing and send- 
ing out short notes and letters to friends, 
relatives, chance acquaintances, even peo- 
ple I had never met. 

I was still carrying on this correspond- 
ence when I married my husband Thomas 
seven years ago. Among the bargains we 
made at the time was that, if I would 
regularly write his nine brothers and sis- 
ters in Canada, he would do the same for 
my seven.. Considering that Tom is a 
carpenter who works strenuously, and 
I'm a busy housewife and mother sur- 
rounded by endless everyday tasks, we've 
stuck to our bargain pretty well. 

I set aside an hour every afternoon for 
letter-writing. Tom does most of his on 
week ends. Besides my family, he writes 
former army buddies — and two Euro- 
pean families he met in the war. 

On weekday evenings, Tom helps our 
6-year-old daughter Gail compose her 
letters. After he has written them out for 
her, she concludes the missives with a 
crudely printed but heartfelt, “Till we 
meet again” or “God bless you.” Together, 
they regularly write Gail's 17 cousins, 10 
aunts, a godmother and several girl friends; 


and during the past year have mailed out 
about 225 cards. 

The youngest person on my list is a girl 
I have never met — Dianne De Mille, 7, 
granddaughter of movie producer Cecil 
B. De Mille. I wrote her a poem a year 
and a half ago after I had seen a picture 
of the two of them in the Detroit Free 
Press. A week later came a charming 
thank-you note signed in a childish hand. 

My oldest correspondent is an 82-year- 
old woman with whom I shared a cafeteria 
table during a visit to Seattle four years 
ago. Others include wives and sisters of 
former service men I met during the war, 
elderly relatives and friends, and the 9- 
year-old sister of a New Zealand flier 
who lives in Auckland. 

Up to date, we estimate that as a family 
we Burkes have written close to 25,000 
letters and notes to more than 400 different 
people. 

Just before last Thanksgiving, Tom and 
I were blessed with our second child, 
Thomas, Jr. While in the hospital, I natur- 
ally found a welcome abundance of time 
for letter-writing. On Thanksgiving Day, 
when the nurse brought in my festive hos- 
pital tray, a sudden thought came to me: 
In all our years of letter-writing, we had 
never taken time to drop one line to God. 
So, | took my pen and wrote this: 

Dear God: 

I'm writing You on behalf of my family 
and myself, who are grateful for begin- 
ning and ending each day with the thought 
of You—even though we have never 
written to tell You so. Many thanks for 
Your generosity, first for this lovely tray 
and secondly for the priceless present of 
Baby Thomas. I don’t expect an answer, 
for yeu have already replied — in a way 
that only You could. *

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NLESS YOU ARE an unusually perceptive parent, 
vour checklist at left probably shows only two 
or three marks. Most parents like to think of 
their children as carefree sprites, undis- 

turbed by the tensions, problems and fears of the 
adult world. But recent national surveys by Purdue 
University researchers show that this ts pure dream. 
Children, the scientists found, worry a great deal. 
and about a great variety of things. And the scien- 
tists got their information straight from the source 
the children themselves. | 

What do your children worry about? Many things, 
ranging from biting their fingernails (which they will 
outgrow) to adult-sized problems like the fear of war. 
Some of the findings are astonishing, like the fact 
that nearly half the fourth- to eighth-graders are 
worried about their health; some disturbing, as the 
one child in four who shows the imprint of family 
financial problems. Many parents will be jolted to 
know that even as early as in the fourth grade, many 
children are looking forward fearfully to their adult 
Careers 

When the Purdue team first set out to track down 
juvenile anxiety, it asked several hundred high-school 
students to write anonymous essays about their wor- 
ries. Prof. H. H. Remmers, director of the Purdue 
Opinion Panel tor Young People, and a staff of psy- 
chologists analyzed these essays. From them, the 
psychologists drew the Youth Inventory, a check list 
of 298 questions covering all spheres of teen-age ac- 
tivity school, the future, social relations, home 
and tamily. These questions were tested on 15,000 
students in 100 schools. Since then, more than 
100,000 youngsters have filled out the questionnaire. 

[he aim of the questionnaire is to reveal common 
worries Of the teen-age set, not to turn up the more 
serious personality disorders which affect only a small 
fraction of the juvenile population. Some counselors, 
however, have found the Inventory valuable for a 
quick personality profile of each student. 

“We had a very bright girl here who seemed re- 
markably well adjusted,” says Miss Vivien Ingram, 
director of guidance for-the Flint, Mich., schools. 
“Her grades were all As and Bs, and on the Inven- 
tory she marked only 11 items. But a check of those 
[1 items showed a worried little perfectionist, strug- 
gling to follow a vocation that her parents had cut 
out for her, and about which she was very unsure.” 

In the same way, the Inventory can be helpful to 
parents. Since no parent can help his child minimize 
his worries until the parent learns what they are, the 
Inventory brings him into close touch with the child's 
mind. Often, teen-aged worries can be dispelled by 
merely the application of adult common sense. Teen- 
agers with adolescent doubts and tensions about their 
changing bodies can be helped by a personal talk. 
Those who worry about their personalities often need 


only guidance counseling. A student uncertain about 
his abilities can be aided by an aptitude test. 

In the same way, the Junior Inventory for fourth- 
to eighth-graders can be used to help younger chil- 
dren over the rough spots in their lives. Devised by 
Dr. Remmers and psychologist Robert H. Bauern- 
feind, the Junior Inventory consists of a 223-question 
checklist. Like its brother test, the checklist 1s based 
on essays from elementary-school children. And also 
like the Youth Inventory, its findings shatter the view 
of childhood as a time of unruffled serenity. An un- 
edited sample from one essay: 

“I worry about not getting my paper done in time. 
| worry about having war in this country. I worry 
about tests in school. I'm afraid we may have a fire 
in our house. | hope we don't have World War III. 
| worry about having an earth quack. I worry about 
having my big brother beet me up. I worry about my 
little brother taking my things. | worry about a flood 
ruining the whole town.” 

A fourth-grader explained his school problems: “I 
would be happier if I didn’t have to do Arithmetic 
because I get all mixed up. In Geography | would 
mutch rather outline than what we are doing now. 
Now we are copping from the book. I like History 
and Language. But most of all I like Science. That 
is all my problems.” 

The Purdue scientists have been astonished to note 
how many of the thousands who took the Junior 
Inventory had health on their minds. Almost half 
worried about shortness of breath when playing. One 
in four was concerned about dizziness. Others com- 
plained of headaches. The implication seems obvious 
to the scientist: both parents and teachers should 
spend more time explaining body functions to chil- 
dren. 


Their School Worries 


[he Junior Inventory’s findings also reveal that 
most children really try in school. A high percentage 
of them report that they are worried about their 
grades, question their ability in arithmetic or reading 
or fear that they are not intelligent enough. The sci- 
enlists point out that a parent who nags a child al- 
ready working at his full capacity only complicates 
the child’s anxiety. 

Nor do many parents realize the extent of child 
worry about nail-biting. The Inventory showed that 
32 per cent of boys and 38 per cent of girls con- 
sidered it a major worry. Often, this tension can be 
controlled by explaining to the child why he bites his 
nails — whether from anger, worry, anxiety or fear. 
Another surprising discovery is that so many grade- 
schoolers already are worried about their future oc- 
cupations. Teachers and parents can exploit this in- 
terest by encouraging wholesome hobbies or after- 
school jobs.

One section of the questionnaire invites grade- 
schoolers to add their own comments. When the test 
was given to 1,321 students in 36 lowa schools, the 
children revealed a heart-rending range of worries: 

“| don’t wear the right clothes at the right time. 
My hair doesn’t look like it should. I never can do 
anything right. | always mess things up. I have stage 
fright. I stutter too much.” 

“1 dream and think things which bother me all day 
long. | know they aren’t true but for some reason I 
keep thinking they are. | think such things as I 
might die tomorrow from cancer when I really don't 
have the disease at all.” — 

“My mother cries too much. Dad ts too busy and 
[ am afraid something will happen to him for never 
resting.” 

“My folks think | am boy crazy and I don't even 
have a boy friend. And all my girl friends have boy 
friends and no boy even likes me.” 

Says Roland Ross, who supervises guidance serv- 
ices for lowa schools and administered the tests: 
“Too often we forget that these youngsters are in- 
ariaabeiaett its: dividuals and their problems are very important to 
ea them. Teachers have to quit brushing off these young 
people when they have questions of a personal na- 
ture. 


“They Seem Quite Unfinished” 


Lyle Spencer, president of Science Research As- 
sociates, which publishes both tests, adds: “The re- 
sults of the Junior Inventory are added proof that 
children of this age have strong feelings of inferiority. 
They feel too tall or too short, too thin or too fat, 
too dumb, too poor .at sports, too unattractive to 
make people like them. 

“It 1s an age that many adults find less appealing 
than the babies they ance were or the poised young 
adolescents they will become. Temporarily they even 
seem quite distressingly unfinished. Many of their 
worries stem from the adult’s despair over them. 
Clearly they are greatly in need of the school’s mori 
support and encouragement.” 

Adults often envy the simple, uncomplicated lives 
of their children. They are fed, clothed, housed, edu- 
cated and often given many luxuries that their par- 
ents never received. But youngsters feel the tensions 
of our times, as well as all the complications of grow- 
ing up. A fourth-grade boy, writing his essay for the 
Junior Inventory, pointed out six of his worries in a 
methodical presentation: 


1) I can not get along with my sister. 

2) I can not do my work. 

3) I do not like to do the dishes. 

4) I can not get along with my teacher. 

5) I kissed my girl friend one time and she does 
not let me kiss her again. 

6) | can't‘understand girls.

How. one-city uses the Inventory 


to mold better-adjusted students 


Not long after the preliminary results of the 
Youth Inventory. were revealed, the schools 
in Flint, Mich., used this yardstick to measure 
their approach to teen-age problems. The 
verdict: Flint wasn’t giving its students all 
they said they wanted — and needed. With 
these findings in mind, the schools began 
revising and improving both curriculum and 
outside activity. This program is still in its 
infancy, but its success to date is reflected 
in the faces (and words) on these pages. 
One driving force in Flint’s program has 
been Vivien Ingram, director of guidance. 
Besides pointing out places where the cur- 


riculum could be improved, Miss Ingram 
has had a heavier load of counseling: many 
student problems can be met only by indi- 
vidual guidance. But the Inventory has helped 
here, too, by giving a “personality profile” 
of each student in advance. 

In Flint’s high schools, the biggest changes 
were tailored to reduce student worry about 
the future — about college, or the draft, or 
lack of work experience. Students who felt 
they should drop out of school and work 
were offered a new program: a half day of 
classes, a half day of work. Many students 
who enrolled in it returned to full-time classes

later, explaining they had found education 
would help them in their jobs. 

Flint’s reply to college-draft-career worries 
is what are called Career Carnivals. On Car- 
nival Day, local industries send exhibits or 
representatives to the schools to explain op- 
portunities available at their plants. At a 
recent session, admissions specialists from 
more than 50 colleges outlined entrance re- 
quirements and Costs. Recruiting officers ex- 
plained draft laws and opportunities for en- 
listment. 

In one department, Flint already was cop- 
ing with a student worry. Its youngsters wor- 
ried less about problems of sex and adoles- 
cence than the national average shown by 
the Youth Inventory. Probable reasons: lec- 
tures on birth for eighth- and ninth-graders; 
a Family and Marriage course for seniors. 

Meanwhile, Flint students were concerned 
about their own bodies: 52 per cent reported 
worrying about their weight, or their body 
build, or pimples. The schools answered by 
injecting more health education into courses 
like science, physical education, home eco- 
nomics. 

Other courses, too, were redesigned after 
the Inventory. When 56 per cent of the stu- 
dents reported shyness at reciting in class, and 
41 per cent said they had difficulty express- 
ing themselves, the time spent on oral work 
was stepped up and a special speech class 


organized for shy persons. More than half 
the students said they had trouble keeping 
their minds on their studies; the schools 
countered with a course in how to study. One 
student in five said he did not know how to 
use the library; each teacher began instruct- 
ing students in the use of resource materials. 

The Youth Inventory now is an annual 
event in Flint.-Each year, the student body 
records its worries and tensions; each year, 
the schools look for new ways to meet them. 
Points out Miss Ingram: “We adults cannot 
project ourselves far enough to comprehend 
the feelings of our young people. We must 
ask them. The Inventory makes this possible.”

NCAA code. And Phog Allen is fully aware of the fact. 

Nothing was done about it, however. The Kansas alumni 
had committed no worse crime than had dozens of other 
schools — which also brought Wilt to their campuses. 

Some argue that violations, while the, occur in college 
athletics, as in every other field, do not happen often enough 
to call for immediate and widespread action. However, it is 
my belief that the rules themselves should be revised so that 
an amateur ts rightly defined. Anyone who accepts any kind 
of compensation for becoming a player should be declared 
to be what he is — a professional. 

It becomes increasingly clear, moreover, that the NCAA 
“purity” code is not as pure-as its name would imply. It is 
pure hypocrisy to call a code “pure” that allows “scholar- 
ships” te be granted to students for throwing a ball through 
a hoop or running around end. If giving a boy his tuition for 
playing ball isn’t out-and-out pay, then what is it? 

Of course 1 know the old defense for athletic scholarships : 
“They help boys of modest means get educated.” 

To which I answer: Nonsense. 

An athletic scholarship for a poor boy is nothing more 
than a way to exploit the poor for the benefit of the college. 
If a boy can be aided by a college education, he should get 
it by receiving a scholarship — and | emphasize the first two 
syllables. But don’t force him to sell his beef and brawn on 
the market of subsidized athletics! 


Students Who Never Graduate 


Let’s face it. By ending the phony athletic scholarships, 
you would sweep away one of tha most comical facets of 
university life today — the college boy who never goes to 
college. This may surprise you, but at X University, where 
26 scholarships are given each year for football (a small 
number these days), only about one-quarter of these 26 


“scholars” get enough credits to graduate. The others, after 


their four years of athletic eligibility are finished, are booted 
out of school. They lack sufficient credits because they've 
been taking “snap” courses like social dancing, which while 
away the hours between football practice but definitely don’t 
lead to a diploma. 

That's the real horror of college athletics today: young 
men are taught that it’s all right to lie, to fake, to cheat. For 
example, an athlete comes to college and the first thing he’s 
told is: “You've got a job as dormitory janitor for $50 a week, 
but all you have to do 1s polish the knob on the door of your 
room once a semester.” 


Is that the way to build honesty and a sense of what's right 
and wrong? | 
Surprisingly enough, some of the young athletes who have 


‘been victimized have shown more integrity than the college 


officials who are supposed to teach them moral values. I am 
referring now to the basketball star at one large university 
who quit his team because the sport had become a matter 
of “life and death” and he could no longer reap enjoyment 
from the playing of it. 

Lately we've been accusing the Russians of subsidizing 


‘Olympic athletes. They probably do, but can some of our 


own Olympic athletes do anything else but snicker when they 
read such charges? For if they attended a college which — 
year in and year out — keeps winning its conference title or 
placing high, then it's 99 to 1 that they, too, were paid. 

What's the answer to all this? | say the solution is simple: 
End the hypocrisy. 

It can be ended very quickly. Let every college which 
wants winning teams — and some must have them to support 
huge stadiums or please rich alumni— go out and hire good 
players. Let them do it openly and frankly. And let them 
pay salaries to their athletes, just as professional teams do. 

No more would there be the furtive bidding for good 
players, with under-the-counter offers of big cars, good 
jobs, easy money. Without shame of any kind, a college 
could go out and openly make cash offers to good athletes, 
just as the Detroit Lions or the Boston Celtics do now. And 
the athlete could openly take the best offer without scouts 
lurking in dark corners, offering deals. 

Under this plan the colleges that hire players would form 
an Intercollegiate Professional League or Leagues, open 
only to colleges which pay for play. These schools would 
play each other— on an honest professional basis. The 
colleges that prefer to be amateur would play only other 
amateur teams. 

To get this plan started would take some courage, I con- 
cede. Some school would have to be the first to admit that 
its athletic program has been run under a cloud of deceit. 
This first fresh blast of honesty, you can be sure, would 
uncover many red faces in high places. 


But everybody would soon be better off for it. The col- 
leges which thirst for crackerjack teams could have them, 
but without the hypocrisy that now pervades — smells up, 
if you like — college athletics. 

The players would get cash on the barrelhead: for their 
services instead of a phony college education. And the games 
would be better, with no more outlandish 99-0 trouncings of 
weak amateur teams by secretly professional outfits. 

No more would colleges have to delude the public into 
thinking that high-powered college teams are made up of 
amateurs. For the first time they could be honest with the 
public — and most important, with themselves and their 


students. 
Gone would be the sham of college athletics. And with it

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NEW ADVICE ON 


Understanding 
your dog 


Just go back 60,000 years, says this expert 


Dr. Konrad Z. Lorenz, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Institute for Compar- 
ative Ethology (the study of 
character) of the Max Planck So- 
ciety in Westfalen, Germany, and 
visiting lecturer at Cornell and 
Harvard, holds the Gold Medal of the New York 
Zoological Society for his work with animals. 


© Dogs don't regard their owners as own- 
ers. They look to them either as parents or 
as pack leaders who can help them hunt 
for food. 

e Barking dogs sometimes do bite. 

e Few dogs willingly attack humans — 
even in defense of their own masters — 
unless trained to-do so or crowded beyond 
their “critical zone” of safety. 

© Dogs have a “vocabulary” of sounds 
and motions that other dogs understand. 
With observation, you can understand, too. 
® Much like humans, dogs observe the 
ethics of ownership and “rank.” 

e There ts no such thing as an “ideal” dog 
that is ideal for all owners. 

These are among the conclusions 
reached, after a lifetime of owning and 
studying dogs, by one of the world’s true 
authorities on the subject: Austrian-born 
Konrad Z. Lorenz. A noted zoologist, ani- 
mal psychologist and author, Dr. Lorenz 
sums up many of his observations on ca- 
nine behavior in his latest book*, a gold 
mine of information for all dog lovers. 

To really understand dogs, he claims, 
you have to go back before the dawn of 
history, before they lived with men. Dr. 
Lorenz believes dogs and men first crossed 
destinies about 60,000 years ago, when 
both were wild hunters. The dogs—prob- 
ably similar to present-day jackals — 
noticed that men could stalk and kill big- 
ger game than they could, and, moreover, 
usually left behind stray scraps of meat 
after a successful hunt. 

At first just scavengers, the jackals 
Started tracking wounded game for man to 
kill, and the partnership was born. About

20,000 years ago, cave-men and their con- 
temporaries started domesticating jackals 
by raising them from pups. When men ven- 
tured into colder areas, their jackal- 
blooded dogs interbred with wolves. 

Thus all present dogs are descendants of 
jackals, or of wolf-jackal crosses. Eskimo 
dogs, Samoyeds, Russian lajkas, chow- 
chows and a few others are descended 
from ancestors that were part wolf. (No 
present breed is directly descended from 
wolves.) Our familiar household pets, 
from spaniels to bulldogs, are descended 
from jackals. And in a dog’s ancestry lie 
many keys to his behavior. 


IS A DOG MAN’S BEST FRIEND? Partly, says 
Dr. Lorenz, dogs are faithful to man be- 
cause he has become virtually a dog’s only 
means of living. Over the years, dogs 
have grown almost entirely dependent on 
man for food and shelter. In so doing, 
they have translated most of their wild 
instincts into loyalty to man. 
Psychologically, “The dependence of a 
dog on his master has two quite distinct 


_ Origins. It ts largely due to a lifelong main- 


tenance of those ties which bind the young 
wild dog to its mother. The other root of 
fidelity arises from the pack loyalty that 
binds the wild dog to the pack leader, or 
respectively from the affection the indi- 
vidual members of the pack feel for each 
other. 

“This root goes much deeper in dogs 
with more wolf than jackal blood.” A pure- 
wolf female raised experimenfally by a 
Viennese police inspector formed a deep 
attachment to him. Male wolves raised 
from puppyhood become emotionally cold 
when grown, but treat their masters as 
friends. 

“All the higher-domesticated [| jackal- 
blooded} dogs,” says Dr. Lorenz, “re- 
main all their lives as dependent on their 
masters as young wild: dogs are on eldei 
animals of their own species.”’ The playful 
family pet is playful because it instinctively 
considers its master as a super-dog parent, 
and the other members of the family as 
lesser relations. Many jackal-blooded dogs 
remain puppyish for life. 

This may or may not be a good trait, 
depending on its extent. “Dogs that are 
completely lacking in it may be psycho- 
logically interesting in their independence, 
but will not bring their masters much pleas- 
ure, since they are incorrigible vagabonds 
who only occasionally honor the house of 
their owners.” 

On the other hand, the too-puppyish 
dog can be almost as bad. “Such dogs are 
then extremely affectionate towards their 
own masters and towards everyone else. 
The happy medium between the all-too- 
dependent and the all-too-independent ani- 
mal is the ideal character of the really 
faithful dog. He is much rarer than is gen- 
erally supposed, certainly much rarer than 
the average dog owner fondly imagines.” 


DOG “LANGUAGE” When man and dog 
first became partners, says Dr. Lorenz, 


_| Get this 4% 
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both were without recognizable speech. 
Each relied on sounds and instinctive body 
positions to express emotions 

But then man learned to speak. In the 
process, he lost some of hts ability to un- 
derstand the language of the wilderness. 
As a result men and dogs started misunder- 
standing each other. But much of the 
misunderstanding can be cleared up, Dr. 
Lorenz says — if men will take the trouble 
to do so 

Dogs have definite signals, left over 
from their wild days, which form a real 
“vocabulary.” Watch two strange dogs ap- 
proach each other. (All dogs are near- 
sighted, which accounts for much of thet 
barking at moving objects thev can’t see 
clearly. Barking ts usually a signal of alarm 
or challenge.) Stiffening their legs and 
holding their tails high, they draw grad- 
ually, and cautiously, closer. At about 15 
is then 
up to the other dog to meet the challenge 

As they stand sniffing. savs Dr. Lorenz. 


vards, one suddenly crouches. It 


watch to see which lowers tts tail first. This 


is a sign of losing courage. But if either 
dog’s face starts to pucker. if its forehead 
is furrowed by horizontal and vertical lines 
directed to a point above the eves. if its 
nose wrinkles and the fangs are bared 
that is a warning. When the ears are di- 
rected upward and forward, the corners of 
the mouth are drawn forward, the dog 1s 
ready to attack. 

If the ears go back, the dog 1s fearful. 
If its growl goes higher, it may give up. 
A deeper growl means growing determina- 
tion — and probable trouble. 
when the ominous growls stop, the crisis ts 
over. When the dogs walk stiff-legged 
away, it Is a truce.

All of these signs, as clear as if they were 
spoken, can be understood by any human 
meeting a strange dog. If the dog’s face 
and nose remain unwrinkled and its tail 
up or wagging, it is saying, “I trust you.” 
Dr. Lorenz claims that all dogs also have 
a “deference look” back,

Dr. Lorenz even sees evidences, in such 
things as giving a’ paw and putting its head 
on a master’s Knee. that our modern dog 
is Slowly creating a new vocabulary of 
signs. In tests, he has found that some dogs 
learn to understand human speech far 


more than we have supposed. Bright ones 
can be trained to distinguish not only 
between intonations, but between words 
that sound almost identical 


DOG “ETHICS” No male dog, claims Dr. 
Lorenz, will normally bite a female of the 
same species, a puppy or a human baby 
There ts no truth in the belief that a large 
dog like a St. Bernard will chivalrously 
refuse to attack a full-grown dog of a 
smaller breed, but he will often stand 
docilely while a puppy nips his flanks. In 
géneral, all dogs will take considerably 
more from a baby than from adults. 

[he .exception is the strongly wolf- 
blooded dog (which may bite females of 
other than its own species) or the dog 
made vicious by jealousy, dementia, pain 
or a bad master. Few dogs bite masters 
they love; when they do, it usually hurts 
the dog as much as the master. Dr. Lorenz 
had a bulldog that bit him (out of jealousy 
of a new dog): it suffered such an emo- 
tional shock it became partly paralyzed.

Buying a dog:? Says 
Dr. Lorenz: be sure 
of the kind you want — 


and avoid headaches 
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FENCE makes dogs feel sate, says Dr. Lorenz. 
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If a stranger goes inside, the dog either retreats 
or, if unable to retreat, may attack the intruder. 


DOG “RANK” In any neighborhood, says 
Dr. Lorenz, the first and oldest dog there 
presumes it is top dog. Often, no new dog 
takes up the challenge. If one does, the 
winner of the fight becomes top dog to the 
extent that the old dog avoids it. Female 
dogs, usually immune from being bitten, 
are often top dog, even though small in 
size. Puppies show no respect for the dig- 
nity of the old canine male, but begin to 
display it at about 5 months. Wolf-blooded 
dogs and jackal-blooded dogs in the same 
neighborhood seldom mix. 


THE “CRITICAL DISTANCE” “Every animal, 
particularly every large animal,” says Dr. 
Lorenz, “will flee before a superior as soon 
as it comes within a certain fixed distance. 
There ts a similar point at which it will 
fight if the enemy gets very close. Under 
natural conditions, such an overstepping 
of the ‘critical distance’ at which all ani- 
mals attack occurs in two instances, either 
when the animal is overtaken by surprise 
or when it is cornered and so unable to 
flee.” 

Thus, if a stranger oversteps the “critical 
distance,” any dog may bite. The dog that 
barks ferociously behind a fence feels pro- 
tected by the fence and often is just show- 
ing off. But if you open the gate and go 
inside, it either will retreat to a safe dis- 
tance to threaten you anew, or, if unable 
to retreat, attack. 

Dogs which show no enmity when the 
fence is between you still may attack if 
you corner them by going inside. But Dr. 
Lorenz claims that, without specific train- 
ing (such as given by police or the Army), 
few dogs will stand ground or attack un- 
afraid humans — even to defend a master. 


THE EYES HAVE IT Dogs (and most other 
animals) become nervous if you look di- 
rectly at them. The reason: they them- 
selves observe things through peripheral 
vision, rather than our direct bifocal vi- 
sion. The only time they look directly at an 
objéct is when they have some intentions 
about it. “The fixation of the eyes in such 
an animal,” says Dr. Lorenz, “ts almost 
equivalent to taking aim.” 

He found there were only three occa- 
sions when his dogs looked directly at him: 
when he entered a room with a food bow!; 
during mock fights; and when he called 
sharply. Among themselves, animals only 
look at each other fixedly when they in- 
tend to take drastic measures or are afraid

of each other. Consequently, they con- 
ceive a prolonged fixed gaze as hostile. 


WHICH DOG FOR YOU? This depends on 
vou. Says Dr. Lorenz, “An adviser can 
only give counsel if he is acquainted with 
the prospective owner and knows what he 
expects of his dog.” 

People who want an object on which 


to lavish affection are advised to steer clear 
of the chows and other wolfish breeds, 
which disdain physical caresses and greet 
owners with a supercilious wag of the tail. 
“To anyone wanting a dog of affectionate 
nature,” says Dr. Lorenz, “a creature 
which, with its head on its master’s knee, 
will lift up its amber eyes and gaze at him 
in blind devotion for hours on end, I 
should recommend a red setter or a dog 
of a similar long-haired, long-eared breed. 
Personally, I find these dogs too senti- 
mental.” 

Actually, it appears, sad dogs make sad 
masters sadder — and vice versa. For ex- 
ample, a Sealyham’s love of fun and his 
fidelity to his master can prove a real moral 
support to a melancholy person. 

To anyone seeking not only a personal 
friend but also a piece of unspoiled nature, 
Dr. Lorenz recommends his own favorite 
— a cross between a chow and Alsatian. 
Others will obtain more enjoyment from 
a boxer or an Airedale terrier, “in the same 
way as a beginner in photography will 
achieve more success with a simple box 
camera than with a highly complicated 
apparatus.” ; 

A tip to prospective dog-buyers: don’t 
choose the pup that makes the friendliest 
overtures on first acquaintance. It may 
grow up to fawn on everybody. 

The age of the dog is important. With 
demonstrative, affectionate dogs like span- 
iels, it is best to wait until a pup is 5 or 6 
months old—when you can tell if.it is too 
affectionate to confine its love to its own 
master and his family. Wolf-blooded dogs 
like chows, which form attachments early 
— if ever — should be bought as soon as 
possible, at 8 or 9 weeks. “The younger 
the dog at the outset,” says Dr. Lorenz, 
“the firmer generally becomes his attach- 
ment to his master in after life.” 

Incidentally, females usually are 
brighter than males, with more character. 


TRAINING Be firm, not abusive, says Dr. 
Lorenz. Where punishment must be given, 
the same principle should apply to dogs as 
to children: it should be administered only 
by a person who loves them. 

All dogs can’t take the same degree of 
punishment. “A light slap.” claims Dr. 
Lorenz, “may mean more to a highly- 
strung, impressionable dog than a severe 
beating to his more robust brother.” The 
most terrifying punishment known to any 
dog ts to pick it up by the scruff of the neck 
and shake it violently. In the dog’s world, 
only a very much more powerful dog could 
lift him by the neck. 


TRAINING TRICK In addition to the usual 
training to heel, sit, lie down and come at 
command, teach your dog to “Go to your 
basket!” By “basket” is meant some place 
inside the house where the dog will go 
and remain when you want to get him out 
of your way. 

Sometimes, says Dr. Lorenz, that can 
be a dog’s most admirable trick. 6

You hear it said today that the 
Catholic Church is hostile to re- 
ligious liberty for others. You are 
warned that Catholics are trying 
to discard the principle of sepa- 
ration of church and state.

This season, expect more 


HOLLYWOOD. 
Nineteen ftifty-live will be recorded in 
entertainment history as the vear movie- 
land decided to embrace television. Start- 
ing this tall, every major Hollywood 
studio will be producing motion pictures 
for video on the theory, “If you cant 
beat ‘em, join em.” 

Gone are the objections, some valid, 
yome idiotic, that you've been hearing 
for years: “Television ts merely a pass- 
ing tancy.” “ Theater-owners will boycott 
us if we go into TV.” “We'll be reduc- 
ing Our Own audience potential.” “We'll 
be competing with ourselves.” “Movies 


* for video will destroy the public’s movie- 


voing habit.” “Why should we cut our 
exhibitors’ throats?” and so on. 

Hollywood at last 1s convinced that 
television, by attracting big audiences, 
can be used to expose those audiences to 
advertising tor Hollywood films. Further, 
Hollywood now sees a profit in making 
tilms tor TV if these later can be in- 
tegrated and sold abroad as full-length 
motion pictures.

more ‘spectaculars’ 


On September 13, as one result, 
Warner Brothers will sally forth via ABC 
with three series of low-budget, quickly 
produced TV films, each based on a 
Warner screen hit. The titles are familiar 

Casablanca, Cheyenne and Kings Row 

but the studio is saving money, and 
hoping to build “big names” for tomor- 
row, by starring comparative unknowns: 
respectively, Charles McGraw, Clint 
Walker and Nan Leslie. 

A month later 20th Century-Fox will 
make its video debut with the first of 
-6 hour shows on CBS. Based on such 
proved studio successes as Junior Miss, 
Lifeboat and The Late George Apley, 
each of these will contain a 15-minute 
plug for upcoming 20th Century-Fox 
films. The plug-time will be entitled Be- 
hind the Scenes. 

Columbia Pictures — which already 
has produced for video such shows as 
lhe Ford Theater, Rin-Tin-Tin, Captain 
Midnight and Father Knows Best — will 
offer a new quartet this autumn: The 
Damon Runyon Theater, Jungle Jim, 
Falstaff Celébrity Playhouse and You 


Can't Take It with You. There is talk 
of a Circus Boy program and a series 
tentatively entitled Tales of the Bengal 
Lancers. 

Studio City Television Service, Repub- 
lic Pictures’ video subsidiary, announces 
that it, too, will offer four new TV shows 
for 1955-56. There will be a mystery 
series (not yet titled); The Adventures 
of Dr. Fu Manchu; Frontier Doctor, a 
Western, and Behind the Scenes, the story 
of two girls trying to get a break in 
Hollywood. 

Even mighty MGM, most conservative 
of the movie-makers, has climbed aboard 
the video wagon with a series of half- 
hour shows for ABC, MGM Parade. 
This will consist of material culled from 
files of such well-known shorts as The 
Passing Parade and the Robert Benchley 
routines. Stadio executives emphasize 
that no full-length MGM movies will be 
shown on TV — although naturally 
“there will be a good deal of information 
concerning our forthcoming theater fea- 
tures.” 

Will TV films produced by the major 
studios prove better than films currently 
being seen on television? 

Hal Roach, Jr., one of the pioneer 
independents in TV film production, says, 
“Eventually the majors will come up with 
quality television, but they won't learn 
all the tricks overnight.” 

Adds Maurice Unger, vice-president 
of Ziv Television (another independent), 
“Being a major studio doesn’t necessarily 
guarantee that all its TV products will 
be good any more than it guarantees the 
excellency of its theatrical motion pic- 
tures.” 

But Sid Rogell, chief of 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox’s TV subsidiary, maintains: 
“No major film company can afford to 
put its emblem on any product and not 
give it big stature. The 26 shows that 
we're doing for this season will cost more 
than $4%2 million. We'll shoot for profits 
in 1956 or °57. Right now we're more 
interested in establishing ourselves as 
producers of top-quality television ma- 
terial.” 


More “Spectaculars” 


The one television network that is 
staying more or less clear of films pro- 
duced by the Hollywood majors is NBC. 
Its dynamic and ubiquitous president, 
Pat Weaver, prefers to feature mammoth, 
one-shot “spectaculars” and to reach for 
“new horizons.” As a result, more than 
75 one-shot productions will highlight 
NBC's 1955-56 TV schedule. 

There will be 39 90-minute color spec- 
taculars, including Mary Martin and 
Helen Hayes in Skin of Our Teeth, Frank 
Sinatra.in Our Town and Dennis Day in 
Heidi. There will be six operas, the Sad- 
ler’s Wells Ballet Company, Maurice 


Chevalier, a repeat of Peter Pan and 
eight Maurice Evans productions. 

The network also has plans for 20 
“telementary” productions, including 
Wide, Wide World, Young India, Night- 
mare in Red (an hour-long history of 
the rise of Communism in Russia) and 
The Rise and Fall of a Dictator, a history 
of Adolf Hitler made from impounded 
German film. 

NBC is not eschewing movies com- 
pletely, however. For an estimated $350,- 
000 the network has purchased from 
England’s Alexander Korda his recently 
completed full-length motion picture, 
The Constant Husband, starring Rex 
Harrison. This picture will be shown on 
TV (on October 9) before it is seen in 
movie houses. 

Meanwhile, CBS will be facing up to 
its No. | rival with a new batch of 90- 
minute “specials,” some in color. Orson 
Welles will direct. and star in, a series 
based on famous novels and plays. Other 
CBS super-dupers will star Bing Crosby, 
Mary Martin, Jack Benny and compar- 
able names. 

All in all, the movie-makers have their 
work cut out for them if they are to make 
a major splash in the upcoming TV sea- 
son. But their feet already are wet; now 
they're diving in; hénceforth they must 
swim — or sink. .
